hundred miles, protects her 
grief from the world, 
The wireless officers here 


have a stack of messages, re- 
ceived by cables for Mrs. Scott, 
but all efforts to get an an- 
sWer from the Aorangi, since 
news of Captain Scott's death 
Was received, have been un- 
availing, This does not mean, 
however, that the vessel's wire- 
less has not picked up some of 
the messages sent out. 

Tne Aorangi will reach New 
Zeaiand on February 27th, via 
Samoa, and, barring chance 
communication with some pass- 
ing liner, no news may be re- 
ceived from her before that 
time.

Chicago, Feb, 11.— A thrilling pic- 
ture of the probable wither in which 


Robert F, Scott and four of his 
companions met death on the ice 
barriers close to the earth's southern 
extremity, was painted verbally by 
Captain Raold Amundsen, discoverer 
of the South Pole, who was in Cnic- 
ago today. 

“It is hard to say just what hap- 
pened,” said the Norwegian explor- 
er, “but we can imagine, perhaps, al- 
though it is horrible, We know, of 
course, that it happenet' about the 
seventy-ninth parraliel, and that they 
were down on the barrier and not 
on the plateau, and just about there 
our positive knowledge stops. 

“Certainly they were exhausted and 
starving. It may be they had some 
scurvy among them—who can say? 
At any rate they were not in a fit 


condition to meet the terribie bliz- 
zard when it came, 

“Not that blizzards are unusual, 
Scott was prepared for them, for 


he was no amateur, One may always 
expect blizzards in that country. 
“But where they were—those poor, 
forlorn fellows — straggling aiong 
without even ponies to draw their 
sledges, they had sent back their 
ponies when they had reached a point 
160 miles from the pole on the jour- 
ney southward. 
Drawing Their Own Sledges. 


“They were drawing their own 
sledges, weakened though they must 
have been. They had no dogs, and 


that was a mistake, 1 am afraid, And 


always before them there stretched 
that awful waste of ice. Can you 
see it? It is flat ice stretched across 


the country in long, glassy undula- 
tions—stretching away so far and 
white that the eye cannot bear to 
follow it, 

“And across the frozen surface 
sweeps the wind—furiously The 
great expanse offers a terry, le sweep 
for the blast and there is/fo protec- 
tion except what man is 9 # to build 
for himself.”

FIERCE FIGHTING 
IN MEXICO CITY 


Seven Hour Drawn Battle Results 
in Probably a Thousand 
Persons Killed.

City of Mexico, Feb. 11.—The fed- 
erals and rebels fought a seven-hour 
drawn battie tn the heart of the city 
today. Whea darkness put an end to 
the fighting neither side appeared to 
have gained any marked advantage. 
Estimates of the casualties run as 
high ws ope thousand, although accu- 
rate Information cannot be obtained 
at this time. The dead certainly will 
be counted by the hundreds, Foreign 
residents for the most ‘part kept under 
cover, but three Americans are known 
to have gsullered injury from stray 
bullets, Artillery played the chief 
part in the day’s fighting, ut rifle 
fire was kept up coltinucusly, though 
more or less ineffectively. President 
Madero and his ministers expressed 
satisfaction tonight with the day's 
work and ventured the opinion that 
toniorrow would see the overpowering 
of the enemy. 

General Felix Diaz, in his arsenal 
stronghold, appeared as defiant as at 
any time since he was reisased from 
prison by the mutinous soldiers, and 
promises a repetition tomorrow of the 
terrific bombardment, the flerceness of 
which is attested ‘by the many partial- 
ly destroyed structures within a radi- 
us of a haif mils, 

The greatest loss of life resulted in 
a charge of rurales, Who with a dar- 
ing amounting to foolhardiness, moved 
against a rebel battery which mowed 
down men and horses almost to ex- 
tinction. 

That the president is determined to 


make this a finish fight is evident, 
though uot more so than Diaz, who 


realizes that there will be no clemency 
in case of surrender, 

Almost within a stone's throw of 
eacn other these two fighting forces 
each armed with more than twenty 
cannon, are tearing at each other's 
throat, and they expect to continue 
the struggle revardless of the inci- 
dental loss of life. 


RIOTING HAS CEASED

Tokio, Feb. 11.—Violent political 
riots broke out in the city of Osaka to- 
day.

The situation in this city was quiet- 
er today, the rioting of last night, In 
which 70 persons were killed or seri- 
ously injured, ceased in the early 
hours of the morning.

The rioting appeared to convince 
the government of the futility of en- 
deavoring to continue the Katsura re- 
gime,

8—The company will be free to 
sell gas to consumers between’ the 
city and the source of supply, pro- 


viding this does not interfere with 
the full supply that the city needs. 

9.—The company agrees to have the 
cjty represented on the company’s 
board of directora, 

The offer also states that the com- 
pany has considered the question of 
undertaking tho whole supply requir- 
ed by the city frrespective of the 
amount or the number of pipe lines 
required for ita delivery, but has de- 
cided that such an arrangement in- 
volves difficulties for both the city 
and the company, The company also 
does not feel inclined to allow the 
city to purchase the company's pipe 
line, 

In commenting on the fact that this 
offer of the Cajhoun Oil Company wes 
forwarded by tine city commissioners 
to the council without any recom- 
mendation or comment, Alderman 
Kast said that he concluded this 
meant that the commissioners did 
not see anything in the offer that 
was worth recommending to be adopt- 
ed, 

Alderman East Has Objections, 

Alderman East also had some de- 
cided objections to the offer of the 
company. In the first place he 
thought the city would lose a great 
deal of money at the price asked. 
Superintendent Brodie had estimated 
that the cost of bringing gay from 
Pelican Rapids to the city boundaries 
at 10 and 1-3 cents. The Calhoun 
people were asking 16 cents, If the 
city took 6,000,000 cubic feet of gas 
per day, this would mean $600 per 
Say, If the amount was 10,000,000 
per day, the city would have to pay 
the company $1,500 per day, which 
would mean a tremendous sum every 
year. Alderman Bast made the state- 
ment that by piping ite own gas the 
city would save $316,000 per year,

FAMILY IN GUN FIGHT. 


Father and Two Step Sons Engage 
In Fatal Fight. 


Watertown, 8.D., Feb. 10—As the

Dr, Whitelaw, medical officer of 
health, anil chairman of the board of 
health, introduced the subject by an- 
nouncing thit the members of the 
Local Counce!] of women were prepar- 
ing a series cf lectures on health 
topics, to oe g:ven by local doctors and 
others in the schools of the city.” The 
idea is to invite the mothers of school 
children to attend these lectures, and 
in this way many families will learn 
directly some of the great lessons re- 
garding the preservation of public 
health, Supplementing these lec- 
tures, the ladies interested in the en- 
terprise are planning to have leaflets 
siribution to school chil- 
dren. It is expected the children will 
take these hone, The leatiets are to 
contain ‘brief instructions on Various 
matters of ilaterest to the home, 

Then the question of obtaining mov- 
ing pictures ustrating such topics as 
the deadly work of the ‘house fly and 
the care of Infants, was brought wp.
